This is shown in every phase of 
life, and we realize its hold upon us 
by the amdunts we spend continually 
to fix up and beautify our homes and 
grounds, and our persons. 

A great deal could be accomplished 
between now and next fall in the 
beautification of our town. But 
whatever is done should be planned 
now before th time gets too late to 
obtain that which is needed for these 
programs.

There is a shortage of public funds to 
finance from the Town treasury all 
this work. Ag citizens we could de- 
vote a day or two to: the clean-up, re- 
duce the cost to the Town, and in- 
jerease the ultimate benefits to the 
,citizens. We eventually take the rap 
when it comes to expense whether we 
wait for the Town to do it and we 
pay for it in taxes, or whether we dig 
jup a@ little in cash and quite a lot in 
| work now and keep a lot of this ex- 
pense off the town records. Why not 
do it? 

Then, too, we could do much to im- 
prove our own premises. We have a 
number of residences that, in sum- 
imer, are really a show place, with 
their lawns and gardens, ‘and a source 
lof joy to the owners and pride to them 
and other citizens of the town. We 
have many places that would benefit 
greatly by a program of shrubs and 
| tree planting, a few square yards of 
lawn, etc. We appreciate that some 
money is needed in these efforts, and 
we may not all have it.

There 
are questions, too, of where to plant 
j and how much, that may be better 
with expert advice; but if we can’t 
get this we can do without it, and if 
we make mistakes we can always dig 
them up.

way to avoid this is to start early.
